Westo n was Michigan’s representative in 
place o f Taskmaster General Dickinso n;

U. Go uly sto o d fo r Illino is in place o f Po st­ 
master J udl, o f Chicago , and Iliram Atkins 
was present in place o f Co llecto r Bmailey, o f 
Vermo nt.
